REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


1. INTRODUCTION 

In terms of the requirement of sub-section (5) of Section 18 of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980, the Council of the Institute of Company Secretaries of 
India is pleased to present its Twentieth Annual Report and audited statements 
of accounts along with the Auditor’s Report thereon, on the working of the 
Institute for the year ended 31 st March, 2000. 

During the year under review, the Institute confidently stepped into the new 
millennium with readiness to meat the emerging challenges in the fast changing 
scenario. The year gone by was yet another eventful year for the Institute. 
Notwithstanding the declining economy, sluggishness in the employment scene 
and the steady drop in student registrations, the Institute continued its march in 
its quest for achieving excellence in its activities, bringing about more visibility to 
the profession, obtaining more recognitions to the services being rendered by its 
members, and placing the profession in a stronger pedestal. Towards making 
the future of today’s students who would be tomorrow’s members more secure 
and for carving out a special niche for itself, the Institute undertook a variety of 
activities and developmental work at the Headquarters, Regions and Chapters 
throughout the year under review. Some of the significant developments are 
narrated in the following paragraphs. 

2. DEVELOPMENTS 

2.1 Introduction of the Companies(Second Amendment Bill), 1999 

An important and critical development during the year from the point of view of 
the profession of Company Secretaries pertained to the introduction of the 
Companies(Second Amendment) Bill, 1999 in the Lok Sabha on 
December 23, 1999. By far, the most crucial one pertained to- Clause 165 of the 
Bill, which provided that every company not required to employ a whole-time 
Secretary as required under Sub-Section (1) of Section 383A, and having a 
paid-up share capital of ten lakh Rupees or more, shall file with the Registrar a 
certificate from a secretary in whole-time practice in such form and within such 
time and subject to such conditions as may be prescribed, as to whether the 
company has complied with all provisions of the Companies Act or not. 

The Institute organised a Seminar on Companies Bill and Corporate 
Governance on February 26, 2000, which was inaugurated by Dr. P L Sanjeev 
Reddy, Secretary, Department of Company Affairs. A number of 
Seminars/Workshops were also held by Regional Councils/ Chapters of the 
Institute on the Companies(Second Amendment) Bill, 1999. Quite a few 
suggestions were received at' these Seminars/Workshops. Members ^of the 
Institute too had directly sent their views and suggestions on the said Bill, which 
were forwarded to the Government for its consideration. 
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2.2 Report of the Perspective Planning Group 

The Perspective Planning Group (PPG) constituted by the Council in March, 
1996 with the objective of reviewing and updating the Perspective Plan drawn in 
1989-91 to be in tune with the changes taking place due to the policy of 
liberalisation, privatisation and globalisation adopted by the Government and 
the changing business scenario in the wake of WTO and the role to be played 
by Company Secretaries in the emerging Corporate' environment, submitted its 
report in August, 1999. 

The Perspective Planning Group has suggested tightening of entry 
requirements, adoption of new syllabus to gear the new members to be 
prepared to meet the challenges of the new millennium, upgradation of 
examination standards, strengthening the pattern, methods and contents of 
practical training, constant upgradation of skills and updating the knowledge of 
members through mandatory attendance of Professional Development and 
Continuing Education Programmes, structuring the Professional Development 
and Continuing Education Programmes to meet the varied requirements ot 
members, reinforcing research activities and bringing out quality publications, 
taking steps for image building and enhancing visibility of the profession The 
Council has drawn up an action plan based on the recommendations of 
Perspective Planning Group. 

2.3 Syllabus 

The profession's strength ties in the structure, scope and sweep ot Its course 
contents. Therefore unless the course contents are revised from time to time to 
keep pace with the changes in the laws and practice relevant to corporate 
sector, obsolescence would creep in and make it redundant. Fast development 
in IT sector, challenges thrown by STO norms, economic liberalisation, 
enactment of newer acts and amendments of existing laws have necessitated a 
wholesale revision of the syllabus. Accordingly, an exercise had been going on 
in the Institute for the last three years which is now culminating in the proposed 
New Syllabus. This syllabus has been designed to provide a directional change 
both in respect of employment as well as practice and to equip future Company 
Secretaries to meet with confidence the challenges arising In the wake of the 
fast changing corporate, economic and business landscape. The new syllabus 
is proposed to be implemented in the year 2000-2001. 

2.4 New Opportunities for Members in Practice 

The persistent efforts by the Institute to carve out niche areas of practice and 
exploring possibilities of new recognitions for the members in practice have 
resulted in some satisfying results during the year under review. 

The Securities Laws(Second Amendment Act), 1999 authorises Company 
Secretaries in Practice to appear before Securities Appellate Tribunal as an 
authorised representative under the Securities and Exchange Board of India 
Act, 1992, Securities Contracts(Regulation) Act, 1956 and the Depositories Act, 
1996, thereby fulfilling the long standing demand of our members in practice. 
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National Seourities Depositories Ltd. (NSDL) and Central Depository Services 
(India) Ltd. (CDS), by an amendment In their bye-laws have allowed Company 
Secretaries in Practice to conduct internal audit of operations of participants in 
relating to the depository operations. The Central Electricity ‘Regulatory 
Commissions(Mi8cellaneou8 Provisions) Order, 1999 and the Gujarat Electricity 
Regulatory Commission (Conduct of Business) Regulations, 1999 have also 
authorised Company Secretary in practice to act as authorised representative. 
The Telecom Regulatory Authority of India Act, 1997 (as amended) has also 
recognised Company Secretary in Practice to act as authorised representative 
before the Telecom Dispute Settlement and Appellate Tribunal. Thb Insurance 
Regulatory & Development Authority has also recognised the Company 
Secretaries in Practice in certain important provisions. 

2.5 Visit of Dr. P L Sarijeev Reddy, Secretary, Departnhdrtt of Compbriy Affair's. 

It was a great privilege for, 44 a that Dr. P L SanjeqyRe^dy, Secretary, 
Department of Company Affairs visited the Institute dp Mdrhh, & 2000 and 
addressed the Council. The Council took this opportunity to apprise Dr. Reddy 
about the activities, functioning and the future plans of thp ,Institute and 
impressed upon him the need to provide requisite support to bo£$ithe visibility 
and morale of the profession of Company Secretaries. The Council also 
submitted to Dr. Reddy copies of Institute's suggestions on the 
Companies(Second Amendment Bill), 1999 and the amendments required in 
the Company Secretaries Act and the Regulations. Dr. Reddy assured the 
Council that tho Departrmnt would provide the required support needed for the 
growth and development of the profession. 

2.6 Professional Development and Continuing Education Programmes

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2.8 ICSI-Centre for Corporate Research and Training 

The ICSI-Centre for Corporate Research & Training at Navi Mumbai was 
inaugurated and dedicated to the Nation by Hon’ble Or. Justice A S Anand, 
Chief Justice of India on May 16, 1999 at a glittering function presided over by 
Mr. Justice M N Venkatachaliah, Honorary Chairman, ICSI-CCRT Advisory 
Board, Formerly, Chief Justice of India and Chairperson, National Human 
Rights Commission. With the appointment of Dean in August, 1999, the ICSI- 
CCRT has become fully functional and has already made a distinct mark 
amongst professional institutions of this kind. 

2.9 Interaction with Sister-Professional Bodies 

2.9.1 Meeting of the Co-ordination Committee of ICSI, ICAI and ICWAI 

Efforts to bring about greater understanding and harmony amongst the three 
Institutes received a fillip during the year, as several joint meetings of the Co¬ 
ordination committees of ICSI, ICAI and ICWAI were held during the year to 
discuss matters of mutual interest, including those arising in the wake of 
establishment of World Trade Organisation, The areas identified for mutual co¬ 
operation and understanding include - partnership between the members of the 
three Institutes; mutual exemption in papers; mutual recognition of training; and 
combined study notes on common papers. Sub-Groups have been constituted 
to prepare an approach paper on the modalities in respect of each area of co¬ 
operation. 

2.9.2 Dialogue with American Society of Corporate Secretaries

2.9.3 South Asian Association of Company Secretaries lnstitutes( SAACSI)

Secretaries and Managers of Bangladesh, Institute of Corporate Secretaries of 
Pakistan and Institute of Chartered Secretaries and Administrators of Sri Lanka. 

2.9.4 Implementation of MoU with ICSA, U.K. 

The MoU signed between ICSI and the Institute of Chartered Secretaries & 
Administrators, U.K. has been implemented by both the Institutes. 
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2.10 27 th National Convention and 4 th international Conference 

The 27 th National Convention and 4 th International Conference was organised 
on December 9-11, 1999 at Vigyan Bhawan, New Delhi on the theme 
International Trade and Cyber Laws. The Convention was attended by nearly 
600 delegates. 

The Convention received prominent coverage both in print and electronic 
media. A full-page newspaper supplement was also published in The Economic 
Times to commemorate the occasion. 

2.11 First National Conference of Company Secretaries in Practice 

For the first time, a concerted attempt was made to bring together the 
practising members on a common platform to explore ways and means of 
strengthening the practice side of the profession, on whose success the future 
of the profession depends to a great extent. Towards this, the first National 
Conference of Company Secretaries in Practice was organised on August 27- 
28, 1999 at Hyderabad and was attended by over 120 delegates from various 
parts of the country. As stated earlier, it has been decided to make it an annual 
event to be organised region-wise. 

2.12 Computerisation & Information Technology 

Recognising the importance of catching up with the fast-paced developments in 
the world of internet and digital nervous system, a Director- level post has been 
created to cater to the increasing Information Technology needs of the Institute. 
Nearly all the activities of the Headquarters have been computerised. Some of

During the year, a large number of articles on diverse areas of relevance to 
Company Secretaries were featured in the Journal.

July, 1999. 

The Editorial Advisory Board was reconstituted during the year and the Board 
continued its close monitoring on the contents of the Journal. The best article 
awards of Chartered Secretary in Legal, Management and Finance, Accounts 
and Taxation disciplines for the year 1998 were distributed at the inaugural 
session of the 27 th National Convention and Fourth International Conference of 
Company Secretaries held at New Delhi in December, 1999. 


7. STUDENTS SERVICES 

7.1 Registration for Regular Course 

Tt>e future of the profession is in the hands of today’s students. Recognising 
this fact, the Institute has always been striving to provide the best possible 
services to the students without any compromise. Such efforts continued during 
the year under review too. During the Financial Year 1999-2000, 18421 
students were registered as compared to 22842 during the previous year. 
Number of students whose registration was current as on 31.03.2000 was 
141666, including 692 students whose registration was extended under 
Regulation 21(3). 
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7. 2 Admission to the Foundation Course 

In tune with the National Policy of Education, the Institute had introduced the 
Foundation Course for 10+2 students with effect from 20 th August, 1993. During 
the year under report, 11121 students were admitted to the Foundation Course 
as against 14425 admitted during the previous year. There were 115398 
students admitted cumulatively as on 31.03.2000. The number of current 
Foundation Course students as on 31.03.2000 was 39113. At the Foundation 
Course examinations held in June and December, 1999, 1086 and 1179 
candidates passed the examination respectively. 

7.3 The falling trend of registration of students for the Regular Course and 
Foundation Course is a matter of concern and the Council is now engaged in 
seriously studying and addressing the problem. 

7.4 Coaching 

All the students admitted to the Foundation Course and registered for the 
Regular Course during the year were enrolled for undergoing Compulsory 
Postal Tuition and provided with study material. 352^,,^aching completion 
certificates were issued during the year and all the raf ffinyfr eheets received for 
Foundation, Intermediate and Final Course were evfltfywH^Aild feturned to the 
students. As a step in the direction of decentralisation^,J$#vlti$i* relating to the 
students services during the year, all the Regionalexcepting WIRC 
provided the facility of local evaluation of response sheets for Intermediate 
Course. SIRC had provided the facility of local evaluation of response sheets for 
the Final Course also. It Is expected that WIRC would provide the facility of local 
evaluation of response sheets from an early date. 

7.6 Conduct of Examination 

During the vear under report, Company Secretaries Foundation, Intermediate 
and Final examinations were held in Juno and December, 1999 in 52 
examination centres - 51 centres all over India and one overseas centre in 
Dubai. 43751 and 40957 students had sought enrolment for appearing in Juno 
& December, 1999 sessions of examinations respectively. In June, 1999, 1376 
and 551 students completed the Intermediate and Final Examination 
respectively. The corresponding figures for December 1999 examination worn 
1622 end 8 r 0 respe^ivelv 

7.6 Student Company Secretary 

The Institute regularly brings out a monthly bulletin ‘Student Company 
Secretary' for the benefit of students pursuing Company Secretaryship course, 
mainly to apprise and update them of agisiative amendments and 

Information relating to the administration of Company Secretaryship course 
including practical training mouimmerits. The bulletin is sent t^ee of cost to all 
the current students. 

7.7 C S Foundation Course Bulletin 

In O'dar to cator to the r-oeds <. students admitted to Foundation Course who 
are on the turning point it their career, the Instituto regularly sends tho 6+ 
monthly CS Foundation r jurse Bulletin free of cost to all the current students. 
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7.8 A Guide to Company Secretaryship - Study and Examination 

In order to guide the students as to how to study and prepare for the Company 
Secretaries Examination, the Institute brought out the updated version of the 
publication titled ‘A Guide to Company Secretaryship - Study and Examination’. 
As a part of service to the students, this booklet is provided free of cost to all the 
students at the time of registration. 

7.9 Licentiate - ICSI 

During the period under report 326 Licentiate-ICSI were admitted by the 
Institute. Number of Licentiate-ICSI whose Licentiateship was valid as on 
31.03.2000 was 682. 

7.10 Implementation of ICSI-ICSA MoU 

Memorandum of Understanding signed by the Institute(ICSI) with the Institute of 
Chartered Secretaries & Administrators(!CSA, U.K.) on 13 th November, 1998 at 
26 h Convention, Pune has been implemented by both the Institutes. Procedural 
details for seeking registration as students by the members of the ICSI were 
duly published in December, 1999 issue of Chartered Secretary. There has 
been enthusiastic response from the ICSI Members in this regard The Institute 
has already endorsed 177 applications of the ICSI Members for registration as 
students of IOSA, U.K. The Institute has also made necessary arrangements 
for conducting tho ICSA Examination in India for the convenience of the 
members in June, 2 Q 0 Q at Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Calcutta, Chennai, Delhi, 
Hyderabad, Mumbai & Pune.

8.4 Merit Certificates/ Merit Scholarships / Financial Assistance 

Merit Certificates were awarded to 25 top rank holders in the Foundation and 
Intermediate examinations; and 16 and 20 top rank holders in the Final 
examination held in June and December, 1999 sessions respectively. 

Pursuant to the Merit Scholarship Scheme, scholarships were awarded to 
eligible 15 top rank holders each in the Institute’s Foundation and Intermediate 
examinations held in June and December, 1999 sessions. Like-wise, under the 
Merit-cum-Means Assistance Scheme, financial assistance were granted to 
eligible candidates. 

9. TRAINING 

9.1 The theoretical knowledge and insight Into various subjects covered by the 
course contents would alone be not sufficient to groom the students as 
successful professionals. Meaningful and vigorous practical training is a sine 
qua non in this metamorphosis. With a view to strengthening the practical 
training and inculcating seriousness amongst students undergoing training, the 
Council of the Institute has decided to introduce a compulsory Training 
Orientation Programme(TOP) for all students before they commence training. It 
has further been decided that after introduction of the New Syllabus, students 
must complete at least twelve months practical training before they become 
eligible for appearing in the Final Examination. Exemption from undergoing 
training will be granted only to students who have specified experience as 
Deputy/ Assistant Company Secretary/ Secretarial Officer in a company. 
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9.2 Empanelment 

In order to spunsor students for training new companies were approached for 
empanelment with the Institute. During the year, 144 companies were 
empanelled for imparting Management Training and 94 companies were 
empanelled for imparting Practical Training. Number of Company Secretaries 
empanelled for imparting Apprenticeship Training during the said period was 68. 
The total number of companies empanelled,as on 31.03.2000 for imparting 
Management and Practical Training stood at 1884 & 2092 respectively. 
Similarly, as on 31.03.2000, the total number of Company Secretaries 
empanelled for imparting Apprenticeship Training was 464. During the financial 
year thrust was not only on widening the list of companies for imparting 
training, but efforts were also made to improve the quality of training imparted 
by the companies. 

9.3 Imparting Training 

During the financial year 1999-2000, 874 students had undergone Management 
Training, 298 students had undergone Practical Training and 561 students 
undertook Apprenticeship Training. 

9.4 Secretarial Modular Training Programme 

During the year 1999-2000, 18 Secretarial Modular Training Programmes 
(SMTPs) were conducted by the Regional Councils & Chapters and 607 
candidates successfully completed the SMTP. 

With a view to educating the students with recent changes/ amendments in the 
various legislations, the five SMTP Modules were revised and made available to 
the participants. 

10. PUBLIC RELATIONS & PLACEMENT 

10.1 Public Relations 

With a view to creating awareness on the Company Secretaryship Course and 
increasing the visibility of the profession in very nook and corner of the country, 
the Directorate of Public Relations and Placement successfully accomplished 
the telecast of several interviews of the President on the Electronic Media 
during the year 1999-2000. 

The Institute participated in ‘HT Careers 2000’, a career fair organised in 
association with the Hindustan Times and the Asian News Channel on 4 th , 5 th 
and 6 th June, 1999 at New Delhi. Information was also imparted by the 
Directorate to the prospective students during ‘Career Mela’ organised by Urvi 
Vikram Charitable Trust on 22 nd -24 th July, 1999 at New Delhi. Both the fairs 
were covered by Doordarshan. 
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In order to project the changing profile of a Company Secretary as a Business 
Manager and Corporate Development Planner, several press interviews of the 
President and the Secretary were organised throughout the year. Interview to 
Asian Age on 5 th April, 1999, PTI dated 8 th April, 1999 and 27 th October, 1999, 
‘Thathya Bharati’(Hindi Business Magazine) dated 1 st August, 1999, Tribune 
dated 13 th August, 1999, Economist (London based newspaper) dated 17 th 
August, 1999, Statesman and Economic Times dated 25 th August, 1999, Delhi 
Times dated 10 th September, 1999, Indian Express dated 14 1 " February, 2000 
and Statesman dated 17 th February, 2000. 

A number of coloured career features exclusively oh Company Secretaryship 
Course were organised for the benefit of the student community and published 
in several editions of leading newspapers. 

Several Press Releases issued regarding various seminars organised by the 
ICSI and the reactions of the President on several topical issues were published 
by the Business dailies from time to time. The news being released by leading 
news agencies viz. PTI, UNI and UNIVARTA, wide press coverage was 
received in outstation newspapers as well. Detailed CS Results were published 
in several Hindi and English newspapers on 26 th August, 1999 and 26 th 
February, 2000 on all-India basis. 

A Press Conference addressed by the President, held to announce the 
inauguration of Centre for Corporate Research & Trainlng(CCRT) at Navi 
Mumbai received massive front page publicity on 16 th May, 1999 both at 
Mumbai and New Delhi. The inaugural proceedings of the CCRT function were 
covered by the Mumbai Press, Doordarshan and All India Radio on 17 tfl - 18 th 
May, 1999. Another Press Conference held on 8 m December, 1999 (one day 
before the National Convention) at New Delhi was extensively covered by the 
Press and AIR. The proceedings of the 27 th National Convention and 4 th 
International Conference of Company Secretaries were widely reported in the 
print and electronic media on 9-10-11-12 th December, 1999. 

Full page supplement highlighting the inaugural function of the National 
Convention was prominently published in Economic Times(Delhi Edition) on 9 m 
December, 1999. Another major achievement of the Directorate was the 
production and screening of ICSI Corporate Film at the inaugural function of the 
National Convention at New Delhi on 9 th December, 1999. 

The President’s Pre & Post Budget reactions were aired on JAIN TV on 21 st 
February, 2000 and 29 th February, 2000. The Secretary’s budget reaction was 
telecast on Doordarshan on 1 st March, 2000. Secretary’s interview on the CS 
Profession was also telecast by Zee TV on 29^ March, 2000 during ZEE NEWS. 

The varied public relations and liaison activities during the year have contributed 
a great deal towards increasing nationwide awareness about the Company 
Secretaryship Course and greater acceptability of the profession of Company 
Secretaries among the trade, industry and corporate sector. 

10.2 Placement 

In response to requests from the prospective employers, the resumes of the 
members were forwarded by the Directorate for suitable placement throughout 
the year. The data bank of members maintained at the Institute for employment 
was updated from time to time. Liaison was also maintained with management 
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consultants who were apprised on the services being provided by the Company 
Secretaries and lists of members registered with the Placement Cell were sent 
to them for suitable employment. Advertisements for the post of Company 
Secretary were screened from newspapers and magazines on a regular basis 
and the bio-data of members alongwith relevant experience were sent for 
suitable placement. Information was imparted to the visiting members on the 
vacancies / opportunities available for Company Secretaries on all-India basis. 
Requests from several public sector/ private organisations for the post of 
Company Secretaries were promptly attended to. Organisations advertising 
only for CA, ICWA and MBA(Finance), were requested to recruit/ consider 
Company Secretaries in view of their role as integrated corporate managers. 
Positive feedback was received from several members who were called for 
interviews and suitably placed on being sponsored by the Institute. 

11. ACCOUNTS 

11.1 Surplus 

Transfer of surplus of income over expenditure to General Reserve has been 
made for Rs.59.20 lacs in the year under review as compared to Rs. 181.84 
lacs transferred in the previous year of 1998-99. 

11.2 Reserves 

(a) Capital Reserve 

The Capital Reserve to which the entrance fee received from members is 
capitalised, stood at Rs.55.12 lacs as on 31 st March, 2000 as against Rs.52.74 
lacs as on 31 s ' March, 1999. 

(b) General Reserve 

The General Reserve which stood at Rs. 1823.90 lacs as on 31 s ’ March, 1999 
has risen to Rs. 2140.66 lacs as on 31 at March, 2000. 

11.3 Statutory Auditors 

M/s. Khanna & Annadhanam, Chartered Accountants, New Delhi were re¬ 
appointed as Statutory Auditors of the Institute for the year ended 31 st March, 
2000 pursuant to the requirement of Section 18(4) of the Company Secretaries 
Act, 1980. The Auditors Report is published along with the statements of 
accounts. 

12. LAND AND BUILDINGS 

12.1 ICSI-EIRC Building 

During the year, EIRC acquired its own premises at 3-A, Ahiripukur 1 st Lane, 
Calcutta - 700 019. 

12.2 Faridabad Chapter Land 

The Chapter had purchased a plot of land measuring 500 Sq. yards at a total 
cost of Rs.3.65 lacs In Sector 16-A, Faridabad from Haryana Urban 
Development Authority(HUDA). The allotment letter and letter of possession 
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had been issued by HUDA to the Chapter but the possession of the plot could 
not be handed over by HUDA due to an old dispute over the property. The 
HUDA authorities at Faridabad have now identified and allotted another plot of 
land to Faridabad Chapter, subject to its approval and demarcation by the Chief 
Administrator, HUDA, Chandigarh. The approval of the Chief Administrator, 
HUDA with demarcation of the newly allotted site is expected in due course and 
thereafter, possession of the land will be handed over by the HUDA authorities 
at Faridabad to Faridabad Chapter. 

12.3 ICSI’s new building at NOIDA 

The Institute had purchased a plot of land in Sector-62, Phase II, Noida to meet 
its growing needs for the office space. The construction of the building has 
been entrusted to NBCC. The building is nearing completion and has five floors, 
basement, ground + 3 floors. The total constructed area of the building is 
approx. 20,000 Sq. Ft. The building is expected to be operational shortly and 
soon after the installation of the electricity and water connections, work on 
which is in progress. It is proposed to re-locate some of the activities of the 
Institute to the newly constructed building to provide better services to the 
members and students at large. 

13. CAPITAL GRANT AND LOANS TO THE CHAPTERS 

Total grant and loan given by the Institute to the Regional Councils and 
Chapters for acquiring their own office premises as on 31 sF March, 2000 are as 
follows : - 

(a) Grant Rs.112.34 lacs. 

(b) Loan Rs.238.24 lacs. 

The endeavour of the Institute has been to exiend a major helping hand and 
supplement the Regional Councils and Chapters in their efforts to acquire 
premises. A number of Regional Councils and Chapters have made 
commendable efforts to raise their share of the resources for premises/ building 
projects. The Council places on record its appreciation of such efforts by these 
Regional Councils/ Chapters. 

14. COMPANY SECRETARIES BENEVOLENT FUND 

14.1 Growth of CSBF Members 

The CSBF had a life membership of 2993 Nos. as on 31 st March, 2000.The 
membership has shown a gradual increase over the years. The Capital 
Reserve and General Reserve of the Fund as on 31 st March, 2000 stood at 
Rs.89.40 lacs and Rs.26.70 lacs respectively. 

14.2 Efforts are continuing to enroll more number of members for the Fund. This will 
enable the Fund to provide better financial benefits to the members in financial 
distress and their families on account of death, prolonged illness, accident, etc. 
This is a self insurance measure. Life Membership fee of Rs.1000 is exempt 
under Section 80-G of the Income Tax Act, 1961. It is heartening to note that 
due to fresh initiatives taken, new enrolments are now showing an encouraging 
trend. 
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15. HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 

15.1 Human Resource Development has a direct impact on overall performance of 
the Institute and as such, it continued to receive focussed attention of the 
Management of the Institute. In fact, optimum utilisation of all resources of the 
Institute for providing efficient and cost effective services to the members, 
students and other clients in the highly competitive corporate world of today 
depends on the capacity and capability of its human resources in terms of 
application of knowledge into action with use of latest technology. 

Having this in mind, officers and staff of the Institute were nominated to a variety 
of HRD programmes to enable them to upgrade their knowledge and equip 
themselves with technical and managerial skills including adoption of innovative 
techniques emerging in the area of information technology. Apart from this, to 
give impetus to the use of innovative techniques in the area of information 
technology and make effective utilisation of human resources with a view to 
providing better services to the clients, a separate Director(IT) had been 
appointed to strengthen the Institute’s operations in this area. 

15.2 Employee Relations and Welfare 

Harmonious relations between the employees and the employer is a paramount 
need for rendering efficient and cost effective services to various clients. 
Keeping this in view, cordial relationship was maintained with ICSI Employees 
Union. As a result, the ICSI Employees Union extended their full co-operation in 
improving the quality of services by promoting computer culture whole-heartedly 
in the Institute. 

Further to promote brotherhood and generate atmosphere of mutual 
understanding and co-operation in the Institute, various welfare activities were 
undertaken by the ICSI Employees Club and the ICSI Employees Thrift and 
Credit Society. 

16. FUTURE OUTLOOK 

16.1 In a gradually globalising world trade order, there are consequential secretarial 
challenges emerging in trade and commerce. Similarly, on account of a gradual, 
but very pronounced shift towards electronic commerce, there are attendant 
implications for secretarial practices attached to internally accepted norms of 
corporate governance. In such a scenario, whether a profession is big or small, 
old or new, its well-being depends on its ability to adapt. A need is clearly 
visible for every professional to join forces fo> sharing resources and 
information. When all strengths work together, the rewards are much greater. 
The new breed of corporate professionals are required to be flexible and agile to 
respond and to deliver the best possible solutions, to very fresh challenges. 
There is also a need to invest more in acquiring updated information and 
knowledge to reach greater heights of competitiveness. 

In this direction, the Institute is making all-round efforts to ensure proper 
development and growth of the profession of Company Secretaries in India. 

Needless to add, it is only the commitment, hard work, vision and knowledge of 
all concerned that will determine how much benefit one would reap from the 
efforts in today’s cyber environment.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES AND NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

(A) ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. Donations and Contributions by Regional Councils/Chapters 

Direct donations and contributions made by Regional Councils/Chapters towards 

purchase of land / buildings and other assets are taken to General Reserve. 

2. Fees 

(a) Entrance Fee from Associate and Fellow Members is directly credited to “Capital 
Reserve” when received and no accrual thereof is created. 

(b) Fees received from members is accounted for on cash basis. However, fees 
received in advance is carried over as a liability. 

(c) Fees other than registration fees, received from students is accounted for on 
cash basis. Registration fees received is spread over a period of five years since 
the benefit accrues to student for a five year period. 

3. Investments 

Investments are stated at lower of cost or market value. In the case of Zero Coupon 

Bonds cost refers to the purchase price as increased by the relatable portion of the 

discount. 

4. Fixed Assets 

(a) Depreciation on fixed assets is charged on written down value basis at the 
following rates:-

(b) Depreciation on additions is charged for the full year irrespective of dates of 
additions. No depreciation is charged in the year of sale. 

(c) Fixed Assets, except library books, costing Rs.5000 or less are fully depreciated 
in the year of acquisition and those whose written down value is Rs.250 or less 
at the beginning of the year, are fully depreciated. 

(d) Premium paid on leasehold land is not amortized over the period of lease. 

5. Inventories 

(a) Stock of paper and other materials are valued at cost. 

(b) Stock of study materials, publications, Journal / Bulletins and audio cassettes 
are valued at nominal cost of Re.1 for items costing upto Rs.50 and Rs.5 for 
items costing above Rs.50. 
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6. Employees Retirement and other benefits 

(a) Contribution to Pension r-'und Trust is made on the basis of actuarial valuation. 

(b) Contribution to Gratuity Trust is made in accordance with the Group Gratuity 
Scheme with the Life Insurance Corporation of India. 

(c) Provision for leave encashment is made on the basis of acturial valuation. 

(B) NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

1. The Institute has received exemption certificate dated 23.02.1999 under Section 
10(23c)(iv) of the Income Tax Act, 1961 upto the financial year 1999-2000. In 
view of the exemption available under the said section, no provision for tax has 
been made in the accounts. 

2. Freehold land measuring 500 Sq. yards allotted by the Haryana Urban 
Development Authority (HUDA) at Faridabad to Faridabad Chapter of Institute at 
Rs.3.65 Lacs could not be handed over by HUDA due to some dispute in the title 
and the authorities had promised to allot alternative plot of land which had not 
been effected so far. Pending allotment of alternative site, a sum of Rs.3.65 Lacs 
paid till date (Rs.3 Lacs is reflected in Advances for purcahse of land in the 
Institute’s books and Rs.0.65 lacs in the books of the Chapter) continues to be 
included under Advances. 

3. Balance provision of Rs. 21.09 Lacs (previous year Rs.48.94 Lacs) created for 
arrears of salary and allowances has been retained towards probable increase in 
the pension payable to the Trust. 

4. Following past practice, closing inventories of publications/ study materials have 
been , as a prudent measure, valued at nominal amount since these have no 
value except to students and that too only when purchased. 

5. Provision for property tax of Rs.5.18 Lacs has been made in the accounts for 
Prasad Nagar building based on the demand raised by the Authority. Additional 

■ amount, if any, between the amount provided and that payable will be accounted 
for in the year when the matter is finally decided. 

6. In respect of Pune Chapter’s building costing Rs.8,19,950, the ICSI had entered 
into an agreement to sell, handed over the possession and received the sale 
consideration thereagainst. However, the conveyance deed in respect of the 
same remains to be executed. 

7. The Institute was accounting for leave encashment on pay-as-you-go basis till 
last year. It has been decided, commencing from this year, to account for liability 
towards leave encashment on accrual basis, based on actuarial valuation. 
Consequent to this change, there is an additional charge to the Income & 
Expenditure Account of Rs.56.57 Lacs with consequential impact on 
accumulated reserves. 

8. Pending formulation and recognition of a Voluntary Retirement Scheme a sum of 
Rs.150 Lacs set apart upto and inclusive of the year 1999-2000, from out of the 
surplus for the proposed Voluntary Retirement Scheme(VRS) to provide for 
voluntary retirement payments, is carried under Provisions. 

9. Balances outstanding In advances recoverable account, loans to Regional 
Councils/Chapters are subject to confirmation. 

10. Previous year’s figures have been regrouped / rearranged wherever necessary to 
compare with current year’s figures. 

11. The accounts of Regional Councils and Chapters have not been consolidated as 
per past practice. 
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
